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BURIED IN CEMENT.

|The Story of an Arab Boy Who De-
nounced Mohammedanism,

Aocon\lnu‘to history, there was born
about the year 1620 an Armb boy
pamed Geronlmo. He was captured In
lufancy by the Spanish garrison at
Oran, and when about eight years old
| he escaped from his captors and went
back to his family, living as a Mohan
wedan uantil the age of twenty-five.
He then volutarily returned to Oran
and resumed the Christian life which
he had adopted previously when In
the hands of the Spanlab authorities.
A few years later he went on a coast-
Ing rmid with a party of Bpanlards,
but the ralders were themselves cap-
tured by a Moorish corsalr "andG
brought to Alglers. Hero the attempt
was made to convert hlm to Moham-
medanlsm, but he persistently refused
to dmbrace that falth, so that he was
tried and condemned to dle, His hands
were tled bebind his back, and he was
tast allve, face downward, Into a block
of concrete then belug prepared for
the Fort des Viogt Quatre Houres,
then bullding. Careful note was taken
of the spot by Haldo, a Spanish Bene-
dictine misslonnry to Alglers, who
prayed the time might come when the
Lord would ‘pave the way for hls ex-
humation and Christian burial, In
1858 the French found It necessary to
destroy the fort, and the datn left by
Haldo were found to be correct, for the
deslgnated block of concrete on belng
cut open disclosed the bones of Geron-
imo and tho eavity le® by his body,
The bones were removed Dec, 27, 1853,
and glven Christlan burlal, and they
now rest In a masalve atone sarcophi:
gus in the cnthedral. A plaster cast
wan made of the eavity and afterward
photographed.—Cement Age.
